The coup has caused considerable uneasiness throughout the 
world, as is revealed by messages from important political centres. 


The Japanese rebels are still in possession of various Govern- 
ment departments and the police headquarters, according to a Tokyo 


telegram to the “‘Petit Parisien.’

THE EMPEROR'S EDICT 


An official “*Gazette,’’ published 
at 4.30 this morning, announce 
that martial law had been pro- 
claimed by Imperial edict, signed 
by the Emperor. the Acting Prime 
Minister, Mr Goto, and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet.

Council.— (Signed) HIROHITO."’

“NEW LAW OF STATE” 


The mutineers issued a manifesto to the 
effect that they would ‘ promulgate a new 
law of State’’ this afternoon in Tokio. 
What the expression, ‘‘ new law of State,” 
may mean is not explained. A mimeo- 
graphed statement was left at each of the 
principal newspaper ofhces in Tokio by 
groups of soldiers, alleging that the 
present Japanese Government has been 
drifting away from the true spirit -of 
Japan, and has usurped the Emperor’s 
prerogatives. 

“If this condition is permitted to con- 
tinue, the relation of Japan to China, 
Russia, Britain and the United States 
will become explosive in nature.”

Admiral Okada was roused from 
his bed, and shot in colc blood. Mur- 
derous visits also were paid to the houses 
of Dr. Suzuki, leader of the Seiyukai, the 
Opposition party ; and to the villa, outside 
the capital, of Count Makino, former 
Keeper of the Privy Seal. Dr. Suzuki was 
badly injured. 

The guards at Count Makino’s villa re- 
sisted, and shot dead the Ic:der of the rebel 
detachment. Fighting ensued; the villa 
was captured and set on fire. Count 
Makino escaped with slight injuries. 

Meanwhile, the main body of the 
mutineers met with little resistance in 
their seizure of the public building, and 
there were outbreaks here and there of riot- 
ing and incendiarism. Loyal marines, 
who had been already summoned to the 
capital during the night, were in occupa- 
tion of the Ministry of the Navy, and no 
attack was made on them.

OBJECTS ACHIEVED 


Although the revolt is not spreading 
throughout Japan, it is pointed out that 
the main objects of the instigators have 
been achieved by the removal of the 
moderate elements of the Cabinet, and 
the installation of the Fascist, Mr. Goto. 
as acting Prime Minister. The move- 
ment is held to be undoubtedly supported 
by the majority of younger army officers, 
and many of their elders, who have be- 
come increasingly impatient of the mode- 
rate Foreign Office policy of restraint, as 
regards China and Soviet Russia, and of 
the Finance Ministry’s opposition to in- 
creased military estimates in the interest 
of Japan’s financial position. 


Aizawa for the murder, on August 12 
last, of the Director of Military 
Affairs at the War Office is still pro- 
ceeding, and has aroused intense bit- 
terness among the Radical military 
elements. These elements are resent- 
ful of attempts by the War Office to 
purge. the army of political factions 
and restore civil control. , 
Tempers have been further fanned 
by the pin-pricks of Soviet-Mongolian 
border incidents.

SITUATION CALM 


The Japanese Embassy in London last 
night received a communiqué from the 
Home Office in Tokyo regarding the situa- 
tion. The First Secretary of the Embassy 
told a reporter :— 

“ This information states that reports 
received at the Home Office show that 
there have been no incidents in the various 
towns in Japan outside Tokyo. In Tokyo 
itself the army, the gendarmerie and the 
police are united in their efforts to keep 
peace and order, and the situation is 
calm. 

“ Mr. Goto, the ad interim Premier, 
together with other Cabinet Ministers, 
have tendered their resignations. 

“ Martial law has been proclaimed.”’ 

Commenting on the resignations, the 
Secretary said: “I take these resigna- 
tions to be formal, so as to pave the way 
for a new Cabinet to be formed.”’ 


THE ATTACK 


The Japanese Embassy also issued a 
statement after the receipt of a com- 
muniqué from the War Office in Tokio. 
It stated: “A body of young officers 
attacked the residence of the Premier, 
Admiral Saito, General Watanabe, 
Admiral Suzuki, Mr. Takahashi and 
Count Makino. The offices of the Tokyo 
“The Shimbun also were attacked.’’ 


The statement recorded that the Premier, 
Admiral Saito, and General Watanabe 
| were dead. Admiral Suzuki was seriously 
injured, Mr. Takahashi injured, and that 
the fate of Count Makino was not known. 


THE OPPOSITE EFFECT 


Japan, interviewed by the Press Associa- 
tion, expressed the opinion that the 
mutiny will have the opposite effect to 
that desired by the gnutineers. 

“The affair is so shocking, and will be 
felt so much as a slur on the honour of 
the army and of Japan,” he said, ‘‘ that 
the suppression of the politically-minded 
junior officers may rather be intensified 
than otherwise.”

ANOTHER BELFAST 
OUTRAGE 


MAN CHAINED TO A 


LAMP-POST

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HERE was another tarring and feather- 
ing outrage in Belfast early this 
morning, when Hugh Carson, of Foundry 
street,, who recently returned from Egypt, 
where he was in the British Army, was 
chained to a lamp-post, and a bucketful of 
tar poured over his head. He was then 
decorated with feathers. 

A party of six men, stated to be members 
of the Irish Republican Army, and some 
of whom were armed with revolvers, seized 
Carson as he was returning home, and 
chained him to a lamp-post at the corner 
of Comber street and Seaforde street, a 
dark back street in the Newtownards road 
district. 

A padlock was affixed to the chain, and 
the tar, which the men had in a bucket, 
was poured over his head and feathers 
stuck in the tar. The men then departed. 

About ten minutes later Carson was able 
to wriggle out of his chains, which were 
left on the lamp-post. 

The police were unaware of the outrage 
until this afternoon, and there was con- 
siderable police activity in the district. 
Residents in the neighbourhood were ques- 
tioned by detectives, and the chain was 
taken from the lamp-post. 

Investigations are proceeding, but no 
arrests have yet been made, 

Patrick Carson, -a brother of Hugh 
Carson, was chained, tarred and feathered 
in a similar manner about three weeks 
avo in the same neighbourhood.

SENSATION IN BERLIN 


i BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The events in Tokyo have caused a con- 
siderable sensation in Germany, though 
official circles, so far, decline to make any 
comments. The newspapers have all 
been taken by surprise, and are splashing 
reports of the coup d’état on their front 
pages. 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
writes: ‘‘ The sensation would have been 
less great if the world had been better 
informed about the internal political 
situation in Japan. The events are the 
regrettable conclusion of a movement which 
had spread, especially among the younger 
officers, and which began a considerable 
time ago.’’ 

The writer suggests that the continual 
re-arming of Soviet Russia may also have 
been a factor-in to-day’s events. 


CHINESE ANXIETY 


SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

Chinese circles are deeply perturbed by 
the coup, which is generally interpreted 
as the opening of a struggle between the

| QUOTATIONS FROM MINISTER'S 


SPEECHES ON ECONOMIC WAR

HE debate on the Cattle Pact.was a 
confused roar of almost continuously 
fortissimo sound. Hundreds stared down 
from the circle of the public gallery, and 
many who could find no seat stood behind 
the barriers, hearing, but not seeing, the 
struggle. In the Distinguished Strangers’ 
Gallery distinguished strangers, also un- 
able to find room on their benches, stood 
silently, apparently unconscious of dis- 
comfort. The Opposition front bench was 
filled to capacity ; mountains of documents 
obscured the bench in front of them. On 
the Government side a solid wedge of 
Fianna Fail deputies crammed the first 
two rows of their block; on the In- 
dependent side Deputy Belton was pre- 
paring himself for war. The excitement 
of Budget Day was in the air. 

The debate was launched in a striking 
fashion. President de Valera lowered his 
eyes to his papers as the Ceann Comhairle 
recited King Edward's message’ of 
gratitude to Dail Eireann on its expres- 
sion of sympathy on the death of George 
V. It was a significant incident. 


BRIEF AND BALD 


The Minister for Finance opened the 
discussion with a brief, bald and entirely 
confident: description of the purpose of 
the Order. It solved the problem of our 
surplus cattle; and, although the 
exchequers of both countries would suffer 
a loss of revenue, this disadvantage would 
be amply offset by the increased 
prosperity the pact would bring to pro- 
ducers on both sides of the Channel. His 
remarks epitomised the attitude of the 
Government. Nearly every Fianna Fail 
speaker began his oration with the 
exaggeratedly patient explanation that 
‘This is only a trade pact, like the trade 
pacts we have made with Germany and 
Spain.” These speakers, in the main, 
regarded the Opposition’s indignation as 
a political manceuvre, and the menacing 
speeches of its leaders as mere ir- 
relevancies in rather bad taste. 

Deputy Cosgrave, they pointed out, had 
tabled an amendment demanding a com- 
prehensive agreement with Great Britain, 
but he had not explained if he intended 
to include such matters as the Oath, 
partition. and _ recent constitutional 
changes in his “ agreement.” Without 
this information there was nothing to 


against the bill would find it difficult to 
explain to their constituents why they had 
voted against increasing the price for 
cattle. 


WITHOUT PREJUDICE 


This pretty well closed the Government 
case; but Mr. Lemass and Dr. Ryan gave 
the galleries a longer run for their money. 
Mr. Lemass made his speech listed as— 
‘Grade A-fighting’’—and provoked so 
intense a flood of interruption that the 
Chair had to expel Deputy Keating as one 
of the ringleaders. ‘‘ But did you hear 
what he said?” asked Deputy Keating of 
the Chair in a horrified voice as he left 
the House. Dr. Ryan came on late in 
the evening, and discussed statements of 


the Opposition which, to his mind, were 
beyond all belief. Government backs. 


benchers clapped heartily whenever Dr. 
Ryan scored a point at the expense of 
Deputy Belton. The Government case, 
however, had been made in the beginning 
—this was only a trade pact, made without 
prejudice to the existing dispute. 


ITALY AND ABYSSINIA 


On the part of the Opposition, however, 
there was a more elaborate display of 
argument. .Thoughtfully they had dug up 
every statement made in the past by 


| Ministers on the economic war. ‘‘ The war 


is ended the war is nearly won 
- - . the worst is over . . . thank 
God the British market has gone . . .”’ 
they quoted with an air of triumph that 
must have been actually painful to those 
on the other side of the House “ The 
pact is an admission that the Government 
cannot do without the British market .. . 
it 18 an agreement to pay the annuities 
- . Whe ever heard of a war wherein 
one side consents to the number of 
casualties the other may inflict... 
does Italy make trade pacts with 
Abyssinia. . ’’ These, and many more, 
were the taunts flung into the scornfully 
smiling faces of the Government Front 
Bench. 


THE BEST 


Probably the best speeches for the 
Opposition were made by Deputy Belton, 
who began with the force of real sincerity 
on the subject of paying the annuities 
by secret agreement, and by Deputy 
O'Higgins, who based his attack on the 
recent Ottawa Conference. Deputy Belton, 
unfortunately, was unable to decide when 
he should stop, and he wandered off into 
Denmark and a lot of other matters not 
directly on hand; but Deputy O’ Higgins 
maintained the impetus of his onslaught 
to the end. ‘“ When the Minister for 
Local Government came. back from 
Ottawa,” he said, “he told us that a 
settlement with Great Britain was ready.” 
Who had destroyed the chances of con- 
solidating this agreement? Deputy 
O’ Higgins gave the House his view of the 
offender's identity by a number of 
remarks on the subject of Mr. de Valera’s 
‘maudlin prate’’ about national inde- 
pendence, 


THE EVIDENCE 


Here Mr. de Valera intervened to deny 
that Mr. O’Kelly ever had made such a 
statement; and he scarcely could have 
perpetrated a worse error of tactics. At 
about half-past nine Deputy Dillon ap- 
peared in the House with a small, and 
rather dirty, piece of paper; but on that 
piece of paper were copied the statements 
that Mr. O’Kelly had made in a newspaper 
interview in August, 1932. ‘‘ The path 
towards a settlement has been smoothed. 
We have, I believe, reached a basis of 
settlement—it is measurably near.” Mr. 
Dillon’s voice in his triumph was bland. 
“ Who was it blasted the basis of that 
settlement?’’? he asked. ‘‘ I'll leave the 
President to explain.” He was still 
speaking when progress was reported at 
10.30 p.m. 

To-day the President may be able to 
explain that this is purely a trade agree- 
ment, like those we have made with 
Germany and Spain.

IN most human problems two groups of 

factors are encountered ; forces at. once 
conflicting and complementary. On one 
side dynamic forces ‘calling for, and com- 
pelling, change and adaptation. -On the 
other side factors which are static, resist- 


habits. From the inter-play of such con- 
flicting forces arises the demand for 
periodic stocktakings in the lives of com- 
munities as practical alternatives to 
stagnation and social frustration. 

To the need for such adjustment we can 
trace the origins, and estimate the re- 
sponsibilities, of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal, whose members are charged to 
carry out a root-and-branch examination 
of a civic organism in which conflicts 
between dynamic and static forces have 
become specially active. 
formidable and complicated character of 
the task the Chairman of the Tribunal 
bespoke constructive suggestions from 
newspapers and citizens. To that invita- 
tion the Irish Times responded last 
autumn in a series of special articles, 
diagrams, and editorial comments. 

Apart from such contributions there is 
no evidence that a single constructive 
suggestion has reached the Tribunal. After 
: examination of 
witnesses Mr. Gavan Duffy and his 
colleagues still find themselves immersed 
in masses of complicated statistics, in hear- 
ing official declarations that there is no 


adjustment, and are faced with eloquent 
all-round pleadings for the status quo ante. 


SKIRMISHING 


From such procedure either of two im- 
pressions may reasonably prevail; either 
that the ‘Tribunal—lost in mazes of 
statistics and wire-drawn argument—may 
lose sight of big and fundamental issues, 
or that the proceedings of recent months 
represented merely skirmiishing tactics as 
approaches to the Tribunal’s far-reaching 
terms of reference. If we accept the 
second of these hypotheses, its implica- 
tions, while creditable to the ultimate in- 
tentions of the Tribunal, are by no means 
free of danger. Not alone may long-drawn- 
out procedure lead to loss of public 
interest (of which there is already some 
evidence), but, much more serious, it must 
involve considerable paralyses in the pre- 
paration of plans and the execution of 
works by the local authorities whose 
functions and activities are under review. 
Such considerations would seem clearly to 
indicate the need for expedition; and 
suggest the desirability of excluding all 
but indispensable evidence, the restriction 
of forensic efforts, more frequent sittings 
of the Tribunal, and concentration on 
points of strategic, rather than of tactical, 
importance. 


STRATEGIC ISSUES 


it may, perhaps, be appropriate very 
briefly to recall a few of the dynamic 
happenings which lie at the root of the 
Tribunal’s problems. With the passing 
of the Wide Streets Commission—whose 
monumental enterprises testify to the fore- 
sight and imagination of a bygone genera- 
tion—the City of Dublin entered on more 
than a century of happy-go-lucky growth, 
vastly accelerated during recent years, and 
rampant to-day. 


GROWTH OF SPRAWLING 
SUBURBS 


Only redeemed from equally haphazard 
growth by the commercial foresight of the 
lords-of-the-soil in the Pembroke area, the 
sprawling suburbs of Dublin tell—and con- 
tinue to tell—a similar tale of wild 
disorder and irredeemable waste. Dis- 
covering a new means of escape from slum 
environment in the new railway age, the 
commercial magnates and rentiers of “the 
forties’? found new retreats along the 
southern shores of Dublin Bay and on 
the slopes of Dublin Mountains, but only 
very soon to be followed by the commercial 
bourgeoisie. So originated the municipal 
preserves of Pembroke and Blackrock and 


later—suburban settlements near Stil- 
lorgan, Dundrum, Howth and Malahide. 


SOME DYNAMIC FACTORS 


Then in the early ‘‘’seventies’’ came the 
tramcar, with new and disturbing middle- 
class invasions of privileged privacy. 
Accelerated by the arrival] of the cycle, the 
telephone and “‘ the horseless-carriage ’’— 
and now by the popular and pervasive 
omnibus—such centrifugal movements of 
population have obliterated almost every 
suburban characteristic of fifty years 
ago. Kingstown and Blackrock and 
Bray and Howth face their own 
more or less acute problems of slum- 
clearance and traffic regulation. Clontarf’s 
'“ Green Lanes ’’ of ten years ago have 
disappeared in rows of iron railings 
behind concrete pathways. Crumlin and 
Kimmage, five years ago the convenient 
rural retreats of residents in Rathmines 
and the South Circular road, are unrecog- 
nisable in their new guises of streets of 
dwellings and busy shopping centres ; and 
the Chairman of Howth Urban Council 
tells the Tribunal that a halt should be 
called to ‘‘ ribbon-building ’’ along the 
highway from the city to the old fishing 
village beside Ireland’s Eye! É 


ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


How, let us now inquire, has the 
machinery of local government responded 
to changes wrought by such movements of 
population?

OLYMPIC STADIUM 
ALMOST READY 


STANDS TO HOLD 18,000 
PEOPLE

The Olympic Swimming Stadium in Berlin, 
where in August next the Olympic swimming 
and diving contests will be held, is nearing 
completion. The swimming pool, in which 
the best talents of the world will compete, is 
50 metres long and 20 metres wide, as 
required by the International Swimming 
Association. 

The shortest swimming distance on the 
Olympic programme is 100 metres, so that th; 
50-metre course has the advantage that staii 
and finish are at the same end of the pool, 
and that the spectators are able to follow the 
races more closely than over a longer course. 

Two enormous grand stands, built of con- 
crete, will accommodate 8,000 spectators each. 
A temporary stand will be built íor use dur- 
ing the Games on the narrow side opposite 
the diving tower, so that the stands will have 
a total seating capacity of 18,000 people. 

The diving pool, measuring 20 x 20 metres, 
is separated from the swimming pool by a 
concrete wall. This permits the holding of 
both swimming and diving events at the same 
time, if it should become necessary. Another 
factur to be considered was that the diving 
pool must of necessity havea different depth 
than the swimming pool. Whereas the swim- 
ming pool in Berlin has an even depth of 2 
metres, that of the diving pool is 4; metres, 
the minimum considered safe by experts for 
dives from the 10 metre tower. 

This concrete diving tower rises at the north 
end of the diving pool, and has two diving 
boards of the Brandsten type, 1 metre and 3 
metres high respectively, for faney diving, and 
two platforms, 5 metres and 10 metres high 
respectively, for high diving. The starting 
bridge, ó metres high, is situated on the 
dividing wall between diving and swimming 
pools. 

A practical innovation has been provided 
for the water polo judge—along the western 
side of the swimming pool runs a concrete 
trench, about three feet wide, one metre 
below the ground level, which enables the 
water polo judge to watch the game from 
the closest proximity. 

The swimming pool will be divided into 
eight racing lanes by means of cork floats, 
and there will also be flagged lines for the 
guidance of back-stroke swimmers, as is cus- 
tomary. In order to define the water polo 
section, which measures 28 x 18 metres, 
coloured balls will be inserted into the upper 
rim of the pool, and also to mark 
the centre line, as well as the 2-metre and 
the 4-metre line. The centre of this section 
will be indicated by a buoy, which will be 
pulled to the bottom of the pool while the 
game is going on. 


WATER CLEAN AND CLEAR 


The two pools will be filled with fresh 
water, supplied by the City of Berlin. A 
filtering plant has been installed, in order 
utmost cleanliness and clear- 
ness of the water. This crystal-clear, trans- 
parent effect is heightened by the light, 
glossy. tiles with which the bottom, as well 
as the walls, of the pool are lined. 

The question as to the proper tempera- 
ture of the water has often given rise to 
disagreements at former Olympic Games, as 
well as at other international swimming 
contests. It was too cold for one team, and 
too warm for another, according to what the 
contestants were used to. In Germany the 
temperature of the water, due to the climate,

is ordinarily lower than in the most other 
countries were swimming is popular. ‘The 
International Swimming Association has, 
therefore, requested that, during the contests 
the temperature of the water be always kept 
at at least 70 degrees Fahrentieit. In ordep 
to achieve this, a heating plant has beer 
installed which ensures the proper tempera- 
ture in case of cooler weathe

The swimming pool, as well as the diving 
pool, will be surrounded by a walk, 6 metres 
wide, behind which the enormous grand 
stands will rise to a height of 114 metres 
and a length of 86 metres. Competitors and 
judges can go back and forth on this walk 
without obstructing the view of the specta- 
tors, as the seats start at a height-of ó

The interiors of the grandstands contain 
dressingrooms, wash and shower rooms and 
toilets. as well as rest and massage rooms.

The total number of persons in the Free 
State (men, women, and children) in receint 
of public assistance under the Poor Law cn 
the last Saturday of January, 1936, was 
104,308, which is 1,179 more than the pre- 
vious month’s total, and 2,869 less than that 
on the corresponding day last year. The 
total is equivalent to 34.39 per 1,000 of the 
population. The number of persons in receipt 
of home assistance was 85,315, or 17 more 
than in the previous month, and 2,939 less 
than on the corresponding day last year. The 
numbers on home assistance in Dublin city 
and county were 30.51 of the total. 
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
